WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—It may 
be just a coincidence, but to date 
fm this political campaign year— 
featuring, among other things, de- 
nunciations by President Truman 
of “gluttons of Wall Street”—the 
Department of Justice has ini- 
tiated civil and criminal actions 
against 34 companies under the 
anti-trust laws, or one more than 
the total for the entire 1947 calen- 
dar year. 

In September, when the two 
major party presidential nominees 
launched their big campaign 
swi the Justice Department 
filed nine actions, the highest for 
all months of the year thus far. 
This compared with three last 
month, six in July, four in June, 
four in May, only one in. April, 
two in March, two in February 
and three in January. 

Among the large corporations 

with monopolistic prac- 
tices this month by the Federal 
Government were Union Carbidé 
and Carbon Corporation, J. I. Case 
Company, International Harvester 
Co., the “Big Four” meat packing 
@ompanies, and the Railway Ex- 
press Agency, Inc. Last week a

the nation’s biggest corporations 
‘—K, I. du Pont de Nemours and 
Co., Bendix Aviation, General Mo- 
tors Corp., United States Rubber, 
North American Aviation, Ethyl 
Corp. and Kinetic Chemicals, Inc.

Recommendation Follows Inquiry Into Re- 
ported Ked Infiltration of Union at 
General Electric Co. 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Oct. 1 
(AP)—A House Labor subcommit- 
tee recommended today that 11 of- 


ficers, members and former mem- 
bers of the CIO United Electrical 
Workers Union be cited for con- 
tempt of Congress. 
Representative Kersten (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, announced the subcom- 
mittee decision at the conclusion 
of a two-day investigation into 
reported Communist infiltration in 
VE Local 301. The local claims 15,- 
000 members at the General Elec- 
tric Co, plant here. 

Officers, Members Listed. 
A committee statement listed 
these Local 301 officers and mein- 
bers: Leo Jandreau, business 
agent; Andrew Peterson, president 
of the local; William Mastriani, 
chief shop steward; Milo Lathrop, 
legislative representative; Albert 
Lenta, Rudolph Ellis, Roy Lash, 
all members of Local 301; Sidney 
Friedlander, former treasurer and 
still a member; George Judway, 
and Sam Falcone, former ,mem- 
bers; and Gordon Belgrade, a 
member. 
Kersten said in. a statement: 
“Charges have been made in 
Washington and elsewhere that 
the offices of Local 301 in Sche- 
nectady, N.Y., are in the hands of 
the Communist party. These 
charges have in no wise been 
lessened or disproved as a result 
of the present hearing. In fact, 
they have been strengthened. 
“We have subpenaed most of 
the officers of this local. We have 
attempted to elicit from them the 
truth of this charge. . .. Instead 
lof answering the simple and di- 
rect questions as to whether or 
not they are or ever were mem- 
bers of the Communist party, the 
majority of these officers have 
refused to answer. 
“They have exhibited not only 
contempt of the subcommittee, 
but also contempt of the rank 
and file members of Local 301 
who are entitled to know whether 
or not their officers have Com- 
munist connection.” 
Earlier, Jandreau denied that 
he had paid Communist party 
dues to a former associate. He 
refused to say, however, whether 


he is or ever has been a member 
fof the party. : 

Jandreau was the fourth offi- 
cer of the local who refused to 
say whether he is or has been a 
Communist. The others, who re- 
fused to answer yesterday, were: 
Peterson, Lathrop: and Mastriani. 

Salvatore Vottis, former finan- 
cial secretary of the local, testi- 
fied yesterday that Jandreau was 
a dues-paying Communist member 
in the. late 1930s. Vottis said he 
had collected monthly Communist 
party dues from Jandreau for 
about three years. 

Kersten asked Jandreau: “Did 
Vottis ever collect dues from 
you?" 

Jandreau replied: “Vottis col- 
fected nothing from me outside of 
union dues as financial secretary 
of the union. Vottis is nothing but 
a degraded rat.” 

At this point Vottis, a spectator 
today, shouted at Jandreau, 
“You’re a dirty rat yourself.” 

After refusing to discuss “my 
political or religious beliefs with 
you,” Jandreau shouted at Ker- 
sten: : 

“You stooped to forgery out in 
Dayton, O.” 

Kersten said he never was in 
Dayton and abruptly -dismissed 
the witness.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—A pro- 
posal that the oil-rich tidelands 
of the nation be set aside under 
federal jurisdiction as a “schoo! 
oil reserve,” with revenues ear- 
marked for the maintenance and 
improvement of: the country’s 
schools, is favorably commented 
on by. the National Women's 
Trade Union League of America 
in its current bulletin. 

The league, composed of women 
members of various trade unions 
throughout the nation, credits 
former Secretary of the Interior 
Harold L, Ickes with originating 
the idea. As a member of the 
Cabinet, Ickes led the successful 
fight for federal assertion of 
ownership of California's mar- 
ginal sea, extending from low- 
tide to the three-mile mark. 

“Tt is a matter of dire neces- 
sity,” the bulletin states, “that 
some form of federal aid be pro- 
vided for the schools of our coun- 
try unless we are content to let 
them sink to constantly lower 
levels, and with them our Aniert- 


can form of government. 


“Hor our state colleges and uni- 
versities, each state receives an 
annual federal subsidy of $50,800, 
plus additional sums voted by Con- 
gress each year under the Bank- 
head-Jones Act of 1935. And yet 
the Eightieth Congress refused to 
vote the federal aid so desperately 
needed for the fundamentals of 
education for all the people, and 
some way must be found to meet 
this need. 

“In squarely facing the inescap- 
able task of providing money for 
the basic education of our chik 
dren, our thoughts turn to the 
vast, largely unexplored riches of 
the tidelands along our shores. 
“The Supreme Court of the 
United States has decreed that 
our tidelands, lying off the shores 
of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
and the Gulf of Mexico, belong to 
the nation, and yet the Republican 
platform has a plank in it. that 
would turn over these rich ‘tide- 
lands as a free gift to the states 
off whose shores they happen to 
be.”

Women’s Trade Un ion'S-Nation Western Europe 


Action No Solution Be- 
cause It Is Centered in 
London, He Says. 


PARIS, Oct. 1 (AP)!i— Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle said today the 
five-nation defense pact for west- 
ern Europe solves no defense 
problems because it is centered in 


London. 

“Tt is wrong to center in London 
the defense of Europe,” De Gaulle 
said. ;' 
De Gaulle’s assumption that the 
new defense groups would be di- 
rected from London evidently was 
prompted by British cabinet ap- 
proval yesterday of the selection 
of Field Marshal Lord Montgom- 
ery as chief of the new defense 
union, The five nations—Britain, 
France, Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Luxembourng—&re expected to 
announce Montgomery’s appoint- 
ment soon. De Gaulle commended 
Montgomery as a general. 

“What has been done thus far 
on this matter, including the Brus- 
sels pact and the recent military 
conferenct in Paris is not worth 
much,” he said. “It is no solution 
at all. 

“Europe must be defended in 
Europe. 

“That is a geographical, histor- 
ical, psychological problem. It is 
wrong to center in London defense 
plans for Europe. The natural 
center of a defense plan is France. 
But for the present moment 
France is hardly present. The 
problem of European defense will 
have to be reconsidered when 
France has a real government. 

“T have nothing against Eng- 
land. No one knows better what 
its courage and sacrifices have 
been. But England is an island, 
and Europe is a continent.” 

He asserted that the first inter- 
est of Britain would be in defense 
of itself, * 

“I don’t want Berlin to be evac- 
uated,” he said. “I do not want the 
free powers to surrender any- 
thing.” 

Then he added with a smile: 

“Above all, I do not want them 
to surrender Paris.”

“There is no question of waiting 
three years because by then there 
would be mo democracy and no 
France as we knew it. In 1940 
we knew how to save France and 
we should know how to again.” 

He said his party had 1,500,000 
members and called on French- 
men to return him to power and 
avoid catastrophe.

A short time before De Gaulle 
spoke, gas and electric workers 
in Paris struck for four hours 
from 8 a.m. till noon, in protest 
against Government orders for a 
10 per cent economy cut in per- 
sonnel.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1 (AP) 
—A California law prohibiting 
marriage of white persons to those 
of Negro, Mongolian or Malayan 
blood was thrown out today by the 
state supreme court. 


The opinion declared that since 
the right to marry is the right to 
join in marriage with the person 
of one’s choice, a law prohibiting a 
person from marrying a member 
of another race restricts his 
choice, thereby restricting his 
right to marry. 

The court held the law violated 
the equal protection of the laws 
clause of the United States Con- 
stitution,

Angeles county clerk issue a mar- 
riage license, as requested, to 
Anorer D. Perez, a white woman,

HAVANA, Oct. 1 (AP)—Patricia 
Schmidt, dancer: who shot and 
killed her married lover on a 
yacht in Havana harbor, was par- 
doned last night by President 
Grau San Martin. 


The 23-year-old Toledo (0.) 
dancer who used “Satira” as a 
professional name, admitted she 
shot John Lester Mee of Chi- 
cago after a violent battle aboard 
his yacht April 8, 1947. 

She plehded self-defense, saying 
he beat her and threatened to 
kill her during an argument which 
started when she discovered he 
was married. Medical examiners 
said her body had been bruised 
and scratched. 

Satira has been serving a 15- 
year sentence, She has been in 
prison since April 13, 1947, the day 
the 33-year-old Mee died. Mee, 
poet, attorney and wartime PT 
boat commander in the Pacific, 
had been shot in the neck with a 
22 caliber bullet, 

Further Steps Necessary. 

The Pardon still must be signed 
by the Prime Minister and the 
Minister of Justice and the de- 
cree must be published in the 
Official Gazette before the dancer 
is released, but these formalities 
are expected to b complted today.

ATHENS, Oct. 1 (AP)—There 
are more Communist rebels in

Despite

than 20,000. This is a couple of 
thousand greater than before re- 
cent national victories in the 
Grammos and Vitsi areas.

States and the political habits that it has engen- 
dered among the American people, he says. The 
United States almost alone has achieved an 
ordered freedom and social solidarity based on 
the supremacy of law—law which “is not an 
alien force imposed from without or above, nor 
a venerable tradition for skilled jurists to inter- 
pret,” but law made by the people and con- 
stantly adjusted by them to new necessities. 
Hence the ability to formulate the Baruch sug- 
gestions for meeting this problem of problems, 
and their ready acceptance by the American 
people. 

If a similar spirit prevailed throughout the 
world, there would be no atomic problem. But 
in Central and Eastern Europe and in Western 
Asia there exists now “the most primitive and 
ruthless form of autocratic rule.” It is as 
though Attila and Tamerlane had returned to 
take advantage of modern mechanisms. Sir 
Alfred, however, discounts the Russians: 

Under modern conditions, when competi- 
tion is not only between rulers and armies, 

but between peoples, no country under a 

tyranny can be considered a great power; 

for, by a law of their own nature, all ty- 
rants live in fear of their peoples and, 


where they sit on a committee together, also 
fear of one another. 


The fact remains that a large portion of man- 
kind knows no other way of life than to be op- 
pressed and exploited. There is no basis for a 
universal acceptance of law such as that under 
which we live. Nor is there time for putting 
trust in the slow process of education. Sir Al- 
fred admits this. He sees no hope now for 
establishing a world government in the spirit of 
our constitution. 

But he does believe that the psychological 
shock of the atomic bomb has been great enough 
everywhere to “permit the framing and enforce- 
ment of one single, overriding social rule.” He 
believes that the world has had an answer to 
Robert Louis Stevenson’s prayer: 

Lord, thy most pointed weapon take 
And stab my spirit broad awake. 


That there is such awareness of this. over- 
whelming common interest, one may grant. But 
one doubts that there is as yet the ability 
to apply it—even though Sir Alfred suggests 
that this need involve only a reconstitution of 
the U.N. Security Council. The Soviet “No” is 
too loud in the ear. 

As Warren Austin said, the Russian sovereigns 
still stand across the path to peace, They still 
bar the door to a new age. But as Sir Alfred 
suggests: For how long? What other tyranny 
did not faH? What happened to all the Caesars 
and Napoleons? Can Stalin and the Politbureau 
have higher hope than these—especially when 
events have drawn the United States into the 
heart of Europe, there to exemplify the strength 
of freedom?

“But it seems almost 
certain,” Forrestal said, “that any 
level substantially beyond that 
figure would inevitably demand 
the creation of controls, priorities 
and allocations.” ’ 

In short, if the vacuum in west- 
ern Europe is to be filled, some 
of the unpleasant restrictions of 
wartime will have to be revived, 
although in milder form. But it

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OMATOES of any size and 
T shape may be used for making 

catchup or chili sauce. But if 
the reddest of these condiments 
is your goal, you do have to 
choose brilliant red tomatoes to 
start with and you also have to 
guard that color jealously from 
beginning to end. 

Tomatoes with cracks that are 
sound may be used, but the 
cracks must be cut out and dis- 
carded. Any green or sunburnt 
areas also have to be cut out be- 
cause such blemishes add grey or 
tan tones which eventually dull 
the bright red, Long cooking also 
reduces bright color. That is why 
we suggest chopping the fruit, 
draining off ag much juice as pos- 
sible and then concentrating the 
juice before adding the puree for 
catchup or diced tomatoes for 
chili sauce.

HILE she amuses her Hsten- 
ers with what the Chinese 
think of American women’s 
hats, and how China’s inflation 
enables everyone to “give away 
millions,” Mrs, Fisher manages to 
emphasize some of her own be- 
liefs about missionary work in 
China. One of them is that our 
country is proportionately small, 
that we are as “queer” a people to 
the Chinese as they are to us, that 
when we speak of such things as 
a “universal language,” we should 
be thinking of Chinese, not Eng- 
lish, since “one out of four per- 
sons can speak Chinese already; 
wé'd only have to teach the other 
three.” 

Secondly, she gets a little an- 
noyed with business men who 
speak of The American Way of 
Life in terms of refrigerators and 
plumbing, and believes, “We can 
provide a Christian way of life 
without sewage and without a wa- 
ter system.” Thirdly, she likes to 
stress the Chinese’s love of Chris- 
tian unity, his hatred of denom- 
inational strife. 

“The Chinese want one unified 
church, and the non-denomina- 
tional Christians are spreading 
faster than the denominational 
ones,” she says. “I recall seeing 
two Chinese meet at a Christian 
convention and one said to the 
other, ‘Are you a Christian?

was virtually a psychic, and when — 


North doubled four hearts, South 
realized that he would probably 
not contribute a single trick to 
the defense. Since North had 
shown strong spade support, South 
rescued the double, 


West opened his singleton dia- 
mond, The ace won and dummy’s 
diamond eight was played at the 
second trick. East put up the 
queen, and when he saw that 
South had started with six dia- 
monds, cashed the spade ace to 
cut down dummy’s ruffing power 
by at least that one trick. He 
then laid down the heart king. 

Declarer put up dummy’s heart 
ace and ruffed a heart, then led 
South realized that 
he could not ruff the two dia- 
monds necessary to establish the 
suit and at the same time retain 
full control of trumps, since get- 
ting back to his own hand a suf- 
ficient number of times would be 
impossible. However, to hid great 
relief, West dashed to the rescue! 
Apparently resigned to the fact 
that he could not expect to take. 
a trump trick with the J-8, when 
dummy had the king and declarer 
the queen, West ruffed in on de- 
clarer’s diamond lead in order to 
force dummy’s king, 

It was a fatal maneuver! Hav- 
ing over-ruffed with the spade 
king, declarer now led a trump to 
his own queen, dropping West's 
jack, then ruffed anether diamond 
with dummy’s last trump. South's 
own hand was now good except 
for the club which he could well 
afford to concede.
